«“The movement started by the Manufacturers’ Record, and endorsed by
representatiye bankers of the South, to inyite the cotton manufacturers of
Europe to visit the Bouth for the purpose’of studying the cultivation of ent-
ton, and to observe for themselves the extent of the increase in production
that 1s possible in this country, should be encouraged bo every person and
organization interested in the supremacy of the United States as the
world’s cotton centre. Already English spinners have expressed a desire
to visit the South for the purpose indicated, but hesitate to do so unless
assured that the trade will welcome them. The invitation should be
extended personally and officially by Governors, Mayors and businees or-
ganizations, and expressed In such terms as to leave no doubt that the
South will receiye them with open arms.

«Such a visit would doubtless prove profitabie both to the foreigners ani
the cotton growers, in view of the agitation that has been started abroad to
increase cotton production in foreign countries so as to make Europe inde-
pendent of the United States for supplies of the raw materlal. The agita-
tion has been growing lor seyeral years, but it did not assume threatening
proportions until last year,when English and German capitalists began ex-
perimenting on an extensive scale In the production of cotton in Africa.
Already this great staple is raised 1n the DarkContinent,but the quantity is
too small to give an sccurate idea of what could be done upon s large scale.
There are milliong of acres of land in the South which could be utilized for
eotton.

Edward A Stelner describes a visit

Home Companion. He says:
“Countess Tolstoy, as every one
knows, does not agrse with her hus-
band in all his tbeories; but, she
agrees with the world which worships
bim, and I belisye that she is very
proud of bhim, and very devoted, al-
though ber deyotion has been tevere-
coplel yards of unreadable manu-
were pnlling at her skirts; she bas
tranelated bodks into three or four
languages, and has transformed all
sorts of girments to meet the needs
of the cl-anging sixteen, her children.
For many, many years she has had
no new bonnet or gown, and bas
nevertheless, besn cbeerful and hap-
py; and 1sit possible that there can
be a greater test of a wile’s gocdness
or a woman’s greatness?

“As 1 bave said, the Countess re-
celved me cordially, although I may
have been the straw which threaten-
el to break the camel’s back, inas-
much as 1the house already contained
a dozen etrangers, and it locked as if
Mrs. Tolstoy was keeping a boarding
house.

To the
left .sat the Count, and before him a
kettle contaiming bis favorite kesha—
the coarsest kind of peasant’s iood.
He helped himself from this freely,
and somewhat carelessly, as a man
might who eats kasha three hundred
and sixty-five times in the year. I
gat next to the Counot.

“Two servants waited on the table.
The meat was of the Hamburg-steak
variety. The Count never eats meat ;

GALLOWS NOT FOR HIN.

Jobn Lee’s Case.
NOW AT LAST HE IS FREE.

Washington Post.

London, Oect. 1.—Dramatic as any-
thing in flction, not only as a whole,
bat 1n every détail, is the story of Jobn

who is soon to walk the earth in free-

ently intervened 1n his behalf.

Lee is a convieted murderer, to bang
whom thtes attempts were made at
Exeter, all of them, however, proving
abortive because on each oeccasion the
drop mysteriously refused to work.
That was 10 1885, and soon afterward
the man’s sentence was commuted to
imprisonthent for life. Now, as the
result of good conduect, he 1s about to
be released, and there is abundant ex-
ouse for recalling and bringing up to
date his almost incredible story.

A dispute over wages was alleged to
have precipitated the crime of which
he was convicted. As he was but
twenty years old when a womsan named
Keyse, at Babbacombe, hired him for
a man servant; he receiyed rather
small pay, and almost trom the time
he entered her employ he seemed to
bave been dissatisied. When his em-
ployer was muriered, the prosecution
submitted that he had taken her by
surprise in the night and killed her

the body and setting fire to the house,
raised an alarm of burglars to divert
suspicion irom bimself.

BUPREME FAITH IN THE LORD.

A striking feature of the trial was
the prisoner’s bearing and expressed
confidence in his Maker.

The judge remiarked on bhis calm-
nees, saying that it did not show that
he was innocent. “Piease, my lord,”
replied Lee, “the reason I am =0 calm
is beecause I trusted to my Lord, and
my Lord knows I am 1nnocent.”

The evidence, almost wholly circom-
stantial though it was, brought s ver-
dict of murder, first degree, from the
jury, and three weeks later the cay of
execution arrived.

In the half light of early Februaiy
morning Lee was led out into the yard
of Exeter jail. On the way thither
from his cell he repeated responses to
the burial seryice read by a chaplain
walking beside him, and from the
scaffold bhe declared his innocence In
the same calm manner which bad
made him so remarkable a figure in
his trial. Within a minute the execu-
tioner had Lee re.dy, and, stepping
back, pulled the lever. The drop did
not respond. Then while Lee prayed
loudly with no sigos of fear, exe:utiob-
er and warden tried again and again to
epring the drop, but to no purpose. It
was said afterward that a pure white
dove circled about the jail yaid while
this was taking p'ace, setiling on the
scaffold for a moment just as the men
were giving vp.

UKDERWENT MADDEXING ORDEAL.

After nearly ten minutes ot Irultless
effort Lee was removed to s shed in
the yard and the ecaffold mechanism
tested. It worked perfectly, the hinged
part of the platiorm folding into the
pit helow at the slightest pull of the
lever. After pounding about beneath
the floor and satisiying themselves
that everything was ready the waiders
put the condemed man back under the
rope and adjusted the nooee, but for
some mysterious reason they could not
budge the trap.

Once more the wretched man stood
by ilsiening to workmen, bammer and
saw, examine and stamp about until
by repeated successful trials they as-
eured themselves that nothing could
interfere with the next attempt. Cry-
ing, “Onh, God ; belp me,” Lee stood
over the hinged platform a third time.
Another iailure, after witnessing which
the governor of the prison ordered Lee
back to bis cell, remarking that the
lexecution would not take place that
day. Back behind the bars once more,
Lee fell upon his knees, thanking God
for what be called a miracle.

REGARDED IT A MIRACLE.

Three days later Lee, writing to a
sister, who had belieyed 1n his inno-
cence from the first, said, “I have been
dead. to this world three times. I be-
lisve what has happened was a miracle.
I had a dream on Sunday night that
the scaffold was not ready and that
they had to make another one.”

Another who faithfully stood by Lee
from the first day of his imprizonment
was his sweetheart, who vowed never
to marry should her lover be put to
death. At this writing it 1s not known
oertainly it this girl ia sthil alive.

The Necassity of Rest,

—

Youth's Companion.

Nature’s demands for rest are im-
perative. They are often enforced
through the infliction of pain, and
persistent disregard of them ls punisb-
ed at times with death. The unresist-
ing infant spends much more than
haif its time in sleep, and it should be
encouraged to do so, for eleep is the
tvpe of perlect rest, and most essential
to growth. In adult llfe, energy can
be made a substitute for rest L0 a re-
markable extent, The hours of sleep
may be reduced irom the normal eight
to four, and the week may be robbed
of its Sabbath ; yet not with impunity.
NSuch practices beget a predisposition
to the contagious and infectious dis-
eases, diminish the capability for
efficient work, and often indoce disor-
deras of the nervous system. Tte pen-
alty may be long Celferred, but it ire-
quently becomes more seyere with de-
lay. In all circumstances, rest should
bs commensurate with labor or exer-

cise.

The apparent demand for rest variee
with the temperament and vigor of
the person ; sometimes it 1s governed
largely by habit, and it 1s often in-
greazed by an inability to obtain com-
plete repnse. Abllity to rest ls, with
many people, & natural facuity, while
with others it a an art. Thbe iirst step
toward acquiring it 1s generally the
systematizing of one’s duties so that no
unfioiehed tasks temain at night to
occupy the mind. Loseitude ard
drowsiness, on the other hand, are olten
indeced by retention of ptomains cr
other poironous matters in the system,
and rest is of httle benefit until the
polsons have been removed.

Benefit may often be deriyed from
shortening of the intervals between
periods of repose. A sound pap of
only a few minutes’ duration 1n :he
middle of the day, for example, is mare
peneficial than seversl hours of sleep
made restless or broken by dr:ame as s
result of prolonged fatigue. But the
micd is more qmickly refreshed than
the body, and the apparent invigo:a-
tton after a short eleep may prove to
be of almost as short duration.

There are many waye, too, ol obtain-
ing both mental and phyeical recuper-
ation without increasing the hours of
sieep; even without idleness. S.me
persons can oblain it best in reading,
others in conversation, and others,
agalin, in solitude and thought, with »
eouch, a bammock or a rocking chair
| for the eake of muscuiar relsxatl »n.
Io addition to all ordinary rest every

will give the most complete relaxation
